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INTRODUCTION FROM THE RUCTION CO-CHRIRS 


The 1997 WPA\Corcoran Art Auction con¬ 
tinues a tradition begun by the Washington 
Project for the Arts 17 years ago. The auc¬ 
tion provides an opportunity to highlight 
some of the areas most talented artists and 
acknowledge the generosity of private citi¬ 
zens and corporate sponsors who support 
the arts community. 

In the past, the art auction was associat¬ 
ed with a gala dinner event that occasional¬ 
ly overshadowed the main purpose of the 
evening, namely to profile the work of local 
artists in an exhibition and auction format. 
This year, we have focused the event on the 
work that has been on display for the past 
week and is featured in both live and silent 
auctions tonight. We thank the artists for 
their contributions of artwork and for their 
donations of a 50% share of the net sales to 
the WPA\Corcoran (WPA\C). This sum 
will be used to support next year’s ambi¬ 
tious exhibition schedule, which is listed 
separately in this catalog. 

There are many individuals to thank 
who helped realize this project. The Art 
Selection Committee members: Chris¬ 
topher Addison, Ken Ashton, Suzanne 
Codi, George Hemphill, Andrea Pollan, 
Anita Reiner, and Olga Viso, who spent 
many hours going on studio visits and 
selecting works by 123 local artists for this 
auction. They made an attempt to recog¬ 
nize both established and emerging mem¬ 
bers of the arts community. This year there 
are works by 30 artists who have not been a 
part of previous auctions. The healthy pro¬ 


portion of new artists included in this year’s 
event is an indication that the local art 
scene is active and vibrant. The Event 
Committee, composed of Theodore 
Adamstein, Susan Butler, Liz Cullen, Lynne 
Flexner, Nicole Jundanian, Alison Paley, 
and Gibby Waitzkin, along with the 
Corcoran Special Events staff, have orga¬ 
nized a wonderful evening. The delicious 
food by Window’s Caterers and great music 
provided by Ron Diehl makes the evening 
complete. The Operations and Logistics 
Committee has organized the smooth flow 
of the event, from bidding to cash-out.

WILLIAM C. PALEY 
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HMO FOR THE WP fl \ C

The other day I mentioned to an art world 
insider friend of mine that I was struggling 
with this catalog essay. The ideas were there, 
but the words weren’t flowing. 

“What’s the subject,” he asked. 

“I’m trying to take the pulse of the cur¬ 
rent Washington art scene,” I answered. 

A pregnant pause was followed by, “Is 
there one?” 

“Well... yes... Hell, yes. You’re damned 
right there is!” 

Assuming my usual defensive positions, 
I related as to how weary I had become of 
all the pissing and moaning about how bad 
things were and the constant lament for 
some long lost golden age of Washington 
art — the dates of which no one could quite 
recall or agree upon. When in point of fact, 
there has never been a greater number of 
serious, gifted, and inspired professional 
artists working and living in Washington 
than today. These artists have been ignored 
and undervalued for so long, that they are 
almost accustomed to it. They are a far bet¬ 
ter lot than this mean-spirited town 
deserves, given its lukewarm response to 
anything that isn’t political, partisan, or 
scandalous. I was getting into it now. 

I also allowed as to how the true test of 
these artists’ character was to be found in 
their response to this antipathy and igno¬ 


rance. Washington artists tend to hunker 
down and do their work, said I. They have 
not been deterred, distracted, or turned 
around in the face of all the fallout from the 
debacle of Capitol Hill’s Culture Wars. 
They know that art will have the final word. 

Building to a crescendo, I stated the 
obvious. The fact that there were more and 
better galleries and alternative spaces show¬ 
ing more artists than ever before had to be 
taken into consideration before dismissing 
the Washington art scene out of hand. Plus, 
there is a significant international art com¬ 
ponent here. Yet another important aspect 
of the artist’s life in Washington so often 
over looked is the ease of access to great 
works of art. This benefit cannot be over 
estimated. I also confided that recently an 
enlightened museum curator had been 
sighted making the rounds, and that every 
now and then a new collector turned up 
whose check would clear. 

I paused a moment to catch my breath, 
and my friend interrupted. He quietly but 
firmly suggested that Washington’s greatest 
asset to its artists might just be its first rate 
airports, trains that run on time, and an 
interstate highway system in moderately 
good condition. 

I fell silent (if only for a moment) and 
pondered the grain of truth in this mea¬ 
sured response. 


That Washington art must be seen in 
the larger context of contemporary art is a 
given. That contemporary art is in a state of 
complete flux with no clear focus and no 
dominant movement is unquestionable. 

Blame it on the end of the millennium, 
the end of modernism, the end of ideology, 
the Internet, El Nino, or Nutrasweet. Like a 
rudderless ship at full sail, our grand old art 
world has run aground. Who really wants to 
be a part of a thing that has so confused style 
with substance? What’s one to make of a cul¬ 
ture whose obsessive concerns for “what’s of 
the moment” and the never ending pursuit 
of “the cutting edge” mocks modernism’s 
most enduring ideal - to shock a middle 
class now so jaded as to be bored with the 
whole game? Could it be that recent art’s 
most important contribution to cultural dis¬ 
course has been to replace “interesting” with 
“hot” when referring to some here today 
gone tomorrow artist or trend? 

Yet, museum exhibitions are crowded, 
auction houses are fat and happy, and com¬ 
mercial galleries survive, some even thrive. 
In the 90s, pluralism rules, villains abound, 
and true visionaries are scarce. Which 
brings me to this time and place - 
November 15, 1997 and the WPA\ 
Corcoran Art Auction. 

One WPA has already come and gone 
in this town, the old Roosevelt era Works 
Progress Administration, that is. Amongst 
its many charms was to pay artists and writ¬ 
ers a living wage just for doing what they 
did during our Great Depression. 
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Well, there is certainly no depression at 
present. To the contrary, there’s such a 
blinding amount of morally challenged 
money loose in the art world that the very 
works of art being chased are often 
obscured by the magnification of their mar¬ 
ket price. 

Now, our current WPA\Corcoran could 
certainly use an influx of that cash, but for 
that to happen the money would need a 
heart, a brain, and an eye. Perhaps tonight’s 
the night. 

For several decades The Washington 
Project for the Arts (WPA) was crucial to the 
health of contemporary art in Washington. 
Born out of conflict and into adversity, the 
WPA had more often than not been under 
funded, indebted, embattled, embittered, 
impassioned, and involved, often emulated 
and always inundated with art and artists, 
ideas, and solutions. 

During the dark days of WPA’s most 
recent life threatening crises, Christopher 
French said, “if we let this institution die, 
we’ll just have to reinvent it.” The 
WPA\Corcoran was born as a result of 
those words and they are as true now as they 
were then. 


That we are all a part of something larg¬ 
er and more complex (dare I say global?), is 
equally true. 

As this sad century slouches toward 
obsolescence, one hears breathless predic¬ 
tions of an art world existing in both real and 
cyberspace, a concept as dismaying to many 
as was “Bad Painting” a generation ago. 

How one takes the pulse of a virtual art 
scene is yet to be determined. But I can say 
this with every confidence; such a scene has 
a far better chance of avoiding the fatal sta¬ 
tus of a flatline if the WPA\Corcoran is 
tanned, fit, and ready to be of some serious 
service to the artists, waiting for us in the 
next century.
